No country in the long, stumbling history of 
mankind 
has 
enjoyed

riches America 
accepts as a matter of course. 
Nowhere is 
wealth so widely distributed. 
Whil? other peoples struggle to subsist, the 
United States pyramids its gross national product 
toward $700 billion a year. And a $3000 income, 
which would be affluence over most of the globe, 
is a mark of poverty here. 
Uncle Sam is the Golden Boy of destiny. We 
are, indeed, a democracy of high fortune. Where 
is there a nation so girded in freedoms and 
opportunity for human dignity? 
Have we earned all this? 
Any soul among us 
might possibly have been born in China or 
Russia or Dahomey, Africa. 
As American tables groan under turkey and 
the savory trimmings, two-thirds of the world’s 
b ellies are thin with hunger. 
While some of 
us 
attend church services today in absolute 
freedom of religion, of speech, of assembly, 
half the globe’s population doesn’t even know 
what personal liberties mean.

No country in the long, stumbling history of 
mankind

SAFEGUARD THE TREE 
Heard in the land these days are the annual 
warnings to be careful to guard the Christmas 
tree against the danger of fire. Now, no matter 
how many tim es you may have read and heard 
these admonitions, you should not forget that 
they are wise and that neglect of them may bring 
serious and costly consequences. 
As a matter of fact, we imagine, nearly every­ 
body must be fully aware of the proper precau­ 
tions. Electric wiring should be checked against 
short circuits. 
Care should be taken against 
overloading any one circuit. 
No tree should be 
placed near curtains or other flammable mater­ 
ials. 
Lights should not be left burning for long 
periods unless someone is at hand. Provisions 
for putting out fire are essential. 
In brief, remind yourself of what should be done 
to safeguard the tree and then be sure to do it.
